- The high 
cost of to d ay ’s living has hit the 
college professor just as hard as 
the automobile production w orker, 
argues Southern Illinois University 
in a bid for faculty salary increas 
es 
The 
University 
has 
asked the 
state legislature to boost South­ 
e rn ’s operating appropriation 
by 
$10,425,513 for the next two years. 
Nearly 30 percent of this increase 
would go for faculty pay hikes. 
A recent report cited by the Uni 
versity in its budget request shows I 
that the buying power of college 
professors dropped IO percent be­ 
tween 1929 and 1953. 
During the 
sam e period, the purchasing power 
of physicians rose 48 percent, auto 
mobile production w orkers 57 per 
cent, and telephone operators 45 
percent. 
It used to be th at colleges could 
pay professors low 
salaries b e­ 
cause there w as not much competi 
hon for their services. T here were 
few places outside the academ ic 
world w here the scholar could find 
em ploym ent. 
But 
things 
have 
changed, SIU officials say. 


Several Resign 
Several 
faculty m em b ers have 
resigned from Southern recently to 
take high paying jobs in business, 
industry, 
and governm ent agen 
cies, 
The sam e losses are being 
felt by educational institutions all 
over the nation with the result that 
colleges a re in salary competition 
with each other, as well as with 
private firm s and governm ent bu 
reaus, for qualified instructors. 
Prosperity and full production in 
the business world are strong in 
ducem ents 
to teachers who see 
their students pulling down starting 
- salaries higher than they have re 
ceived after years in the profes 
sion. 
The bargaining position of 
the student is indicated by a re 
cent report of the SIU Placem ent 
Service which says th at each grad 
uate of Southern j n the 
1955-56 
academ ic y ear had an average of 
35 job offers. 
Against these odds, the Univer- | 
sity faces 
the dual problem of 
hanging on to present faculty m em 
hers and attracting new instruc 
tors to the cam pus to alleviate 
crowded classes and teac her over 
loads brought about by the Uni 
v ersity’s 
phenomenal 
enrollm ent 
gains of recent years. 
Out of the total operating budget 
request of $25,264,139 for operations 
during the 1957-59 biennium, the 
University has earm ark e d $2,109, 
OOO for adjustm ents in salary lev- 
j els. 
New Expenses 


Other m ajor increases sought by 
the U niversity represent funds n e ­ 
cessary to give individual students 
the sam e educational opportunities 
as they had in the 1951-53 bien 
mum 
During that period, enroll­ 
ment tem porarily leveled off, and 
the budget m ade fairly adequate 
provision for each student. 
The 
i num ber of students on cam pus has 
doubled since that time, however, 
i and the University figures it needs 
} an 
additional 
$1,342,119 
to put 
things back on an even keel. 
Increased appropriations in the 
amount of $1,936,021 have been r e ­ 
quested to strengthen and develop 
necessary 
educational 
prog ram s 
that were started on a shoestring 
after Southern graduated from a 
teac h er’s college to a full-fledged 
university. 
Southern also has asked the leg­ 
islature for an addition of $2,004, 
281 to the U niversity’s operating 
budget to m eet inevitable new ex ­ 
penses that will be cropping up 


I during the 1957-59 biennium 
Be 
tween 700 and 1000 additional stu 
! dents are expected to seek adm it 
I tance to Lie University during each 


of the next two years. 
Southern 
will try to accept these students 
and catch up with a backlog of r e ­
